Charley Tliompsoii worked seven furlongs in 1:31 at 
Montgiunery Park and letters and telegrams were 
sent here saying that he <x>uid lM*at the is'st selling 
plater at the Fair Crounds. James .McCormick is 
a strong Montgiunery man. He is starting Tileing 
as a forlorn ho|><*. trusting to luck more than any 
tiling els4* that ids 4*olt will win. 

C. B. Ellison ap|M*ars as confident as ever that 
Yankee Cirl will iieat Montgoiiu'ry and ]>oints to 
her excellent comlition and gmal ra<*es during the 
past fortnight. His claim Unit site can run fast 
and i-arry weiglit is convim*ii>g ami tlicre is no ques- 
tion but wliat Montgomery will liave to be right on 
edge to Imat her.

Jm’ge I'ost developed a 
fever after his wretcluMl sliowing in his last race 
and is a doubt ful starter, (iarguiitiia is a mai«leii 
uml Fastastic d^ies not like a long route. .Mortiboy, 
Tileing and Temaceo like a soft track and Halliard 
is little lietter than a clieap plater. This leaves 
hut two ill it. that are worth meutiouing, .Mont- 
gomery and Yankee tJirl and the race certainly seems 
to be lielweeu tliis pair. 

Hal WoiKlard came down from Kentucky to wit 
ness the running of the iHrhy and despite i’bik 
Star’s |»oor slmwing in the iMly Park Derby, ap 
l»ears to think tliat his 4olt has a chance. There 
are few who will agree with him, however. 

Temaceo has lieeu training mui'h lietter for this 
race than he ilid for the City Park Derby and ids 
owner, C. E. Durnell, has been exjiected here for 
the past two days. 

W. H. Fizer tliinks he has a sleejier in Morales 
and there is no i|uestion hut what his colt has uu 
outside chance. 

Captain James Bees enme liown from Meniphii 
to witness the running of the Derliy. He reports 
that a party of racing enthusiasts will be here to- 
morrow from Memphis to witness Montgomery* 
ra<*e. 

With the Crescent City Derby on for decision to- 
morrow, it is expected to prove the banner day of

Fine Weather at Washington — Littlefield 
Loses a Two-Year-Old — Benninq Gossip. 



Washington, D. C., Mandi 22. — Spring Is here with 
every iiidicati4»ii that it has «*ome to stay ami that 
means a successful meeting at Beiiniug. The track 
is rapidly ilryiiig out and will l*e in first rate coii- 
dilloii by .Mouday if the gi*o«l weather continues, 
rills was a slow day at the cours**, hut tomorrow 
morning Hie haiidi<*ap starters will get their final 
trials and one will Ih‘ able t<* get a Hue on .Mon- 
day’s race. 

Among the arrivals were B. J. Walueii ami r reo 
Littlefield from the farm in Maryland. Wahlen 
brought nine head and Littlefield three. .Mr. Little- 
field lost one of his tw’o-year-olds when Giggle 
stumbled and fell at the home track Wednesday and 
sustained injuries which brought her death. Giggle 
was by Compute— Merriness and was a half-sister 
to the giKMl winners Funny Siile and Tickle. She 
liad been highly tried and her loss is keenly felt. 

Although no fast work was done, many of the 
tnrf stars stabled here were on the track this 
morning. Dandelion and Salvidere led the Hitch- 
rock -.Madden set to slow galloping. Salvidere has 
developed into a striking looking and handsome 
three -year-old and it looks very much as if he is 
destined to prove the exroiitirm to the rule that 
gehlings do not develop as rolts and fillies do from 
their two-year-old to their thrr*e-year i»ld form. 

.lockey Badtke has retiorted fr>r duty to Billy 
(Jartli. Badtke seruus by his talk ami demeanor to 
have profiterl hy his trouble of last fall. Under the 
loanagemeiit of the good-naturrsl hut firm trainer 
of the Baiuey estahiishuient Badtke is almost 
sure to behave lietter than he did last sr>:isoii. He 
will have plenty of eii<*ourageiiieiit to do so and 
take a high place iu the honor list of the riders. 

He can do 104* or 107 now. and will he busy from 
the beginiiiiig of the meeting. Sir Wilfrerl is looked 
uiMUi as a sure starter iu the oiamiiig ra»*e of Ibe 
meeting, and Badtke will try t«> win the silver cup 
that goes to -the owner and rider of the winner of 
the first ra<*e of the year. With the big string 

of h<*rses at hhi inmimniid liere in so many dlfftH-ent 
ownershi|)s, 4larth will be able to keep both Badtke 
and .Miller pretty busy without Ituthering much 
about outside m«*unts. 

Badtke was highly pleased with the appearance 

of the horses in Hie stable, which he knew last 

year. “.My, but lie is a liear, ain't he?’’ he said 
wlien he Iisiked at De .Miimi. “I know just how' 
fast this fellow is, and with the iuiproveiiieut he 
sIm»ws he will set a jiace that will he Iiard to 

follow or I miss my guess.’*

CARTER HANDICAP WEIGHTS. 



The date for running the Carter Handicap is now 
hut tw'o days more than three w’eeks in the future. 
It is the first extremely valuable event of the 
nietroiiolitan circuit and with its $10,000 guaran- 
teed value is now' a race that attracts great atten- 
tion ami fittingly inaugurates New Y'ork racing 
each year. Its short distance calls for extreme 
spmsl and it lias Hiis year attracted about all this 
<4*uiitrj' lias to otter in that respect. The champi<*n 
sprinter Kos«‘ben lias naturally been given the top 
weight. Last year he W'as assigned 129 pounds and 
wi*ii iu l:26g, with Southern Cross, 106, second and 
Bed Knight, 108, third. The year previous he ran 
second to Ormonde’s Bight in 1:26^, This year he 
has lK*eii given 32.5 pounds by .Mr. Yosburgh and has 
l»een leniently treated. Weight seems to alTect liis 
enormous sihmmI .so lightly that 140 pouuds would 
have Ik'Oii fully justified. If he ciunes to the post 
iu coiiditioti to run to his best form it Is difficult 
to form any other ctMiciusiou than that he will 
probably win again. If, however, he is not at his 
best, there will lie a different story to tell. Juggler, 
for iustauce, is iu su[>erb forui just now, hard au<l 
fit also. His seven-eighths in 1:25^ Thursday with 
117 pounds uii suggests that he W'ill be hard to beat 
iu the Carter with 110 to carry. It is only a ques- 
tion of his retaining bis present form to make him 
one of the most formidable candi4lates. Gloritier, 
119, is another New 4)rleaiis (‘aiididate with uu evi 
iltMit chance.

ITIZENS SERVE WARRANTS. 



Hot Springs, Ark., March 22. — Constable Golden 
ami almit twenty five memliers of the Clllzen.s’ Ini- 
prov«*uieut liiiioii paid another visit to Oaklawn 
track today aud made more arrests, hut this time 
it was not iu the nature of a raid. Tliey conformed 
strictly to Hie onier issued h.v CIiam*ellor Curl. 

hey made known their identity t«> the gatekeeper 
and t(d«l him that the.v had come to serve W’arraiits. 
'I'lieir entry was a signal for a wild si'ramble In 
the liettiiig ring. It wa.s just after the first race, 
rile s«‘veii l*ookiiiakers aud their clerks deserted their 
stiMiIs ami some of them rushed into the telegraph 
*tli4V and luingleil among the operators, pretending 
employment at the keys. However, warrants were 
served on the f«>llowiug: Dan. A. Stuart, H. O. 

’ri»*e. Bay Gill, tleorge Howell, Will Howell, Max 
Kraemer. Jolin Wolf, F. .McDonald, T. J. Sumpter, 
Mart liowrcy, J. Breunan and S. Williams, Jr. 

Warrants were also luaile out for C. Williams, 
l.ieo .Mayer aud J, Kay, but they were not on baud. 
The others were immediately reieaseil on bonds. 
The uiemhers of the posse, in siiiall niimber.s, 
scattered over the grounds keeping an eye out for 
walking lMN>kmakers and people making liets. Tom 
Tidier (Sailor Bri>wu), was charged with having 
made a l>et and was arrested. He deidared that he 
was merely getting a liill changed, but he W'as taken 
in charge and furnisheil bouds fm* his appearance 
before a liM*al magistrate. Charles Bangritz, of 
Chicago, the well-known ow'ner was also taken into 
custiHly on the charge of having made bets. He 
leiiised to give ikhiHs when taken before a AK*al 
magistrate and was permitted to go on his own 
recognizance. lie made the remark that he would 
not aiqiear to answ’er to any of the charges filed 
ainst him. He wanted to be incarcerated for the 
purpose of institiitiug suit for false arrest aud im- 
prisonment. 

After the first race lietting was stagnant ami the 
interest in the racing waned perceptibly. How' long: 
this farce is to continue is problematical. It is 
costing the management in the neighborhooil of 
$2.(XK) daily to continue the meeting, but they say 
that they are being imposed upon and that they 
will battle to the last ditch for what they say are 
their rights. It is said tonight that Celia’s at- 
torneys will make another appeal to Chancellor Curl 
against constable Golden aud the Citizens’ Union. 
The hor.8t*iiien here are sick of the whole mess. The 
news that the .Memphis meeting has been ileclared 
i*ff and that Governor Folk will ask the sj*ecial 
se.ssion of the .Mi.s.souri Legislature to put the re- 
cently passed aiitl-lietting-hy-phoiie law into imme- 
diate effect. lias further disheartenetl them. 

The racing tlragged considerably and even the 
spirited finishes failed to arouse any enthiisiusui 
among the |HH>ple. Ilaw’kama took the best race of 
the afternoon in the easiest kind of manner and in 
fast time. There was no Savable to bother the 
.Millet t c«*It tiKhiy and lie spreadeagleJ the otlier.s 
from harrier rim*. Bitle Kauge, from Chinn & 
Forsythe’s stable, enableil that firm to score their 
second purse of the im*etiiig when be won the 
o{>eniiig race.
